Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant argues that "sports floor" is a term of art that requires 
something not in the prior art. The examiner's position is that no such limitations are in the claims and might be new 
matter. There are a wide variety of "sports floors" from rubber to wooden basketball courts to asphalt tennis courts to 
grass tennis courts to bowling alley's etc. Examiner proposed consideration of thickness of polyurethane but notes that 
0.1 mm might be about thickness of floor polish. Perhaps a showing can be made by inventor in this regard. Applicant 
proposes limiting NCO/OH ratio to 1.5-2.5 and Gomi's examples are limited to 1 .3 or less. Gomi's examples use more 
than 10% solvent but examiner notes column 4, lines 44-45. This NCO/OH ratio appears to overcome Gomi because 
Gomi teaches no such high excesses of isocyanate and would appear not to desire crosslinking of the prepolymer with 
atmospheric moisture as such curing would be known to the ordinary skilled artisan to give covalent crosslinking when 
the NCO groups react with the water in the atmosphere. This is contrary to Gomi, who only desires ionic, reversible 
crosslinking because his composition must be removable but the applicant's is not to be removable..

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.
